2. PERMITS: All permits for digging in 
public rights of way or otherwise disturbing 
the streets in the Town shall beissued by the 
Selectmen, upon application, and shall speci- 
fy the street and the location on said street 
where the work is to be done andthe person 
by whom it is to be done. 


3. WORK REQUIREMENTS: All dig- 
ging and repairing undertaken under per- 
mits issued pursuant to this Ordinance shall 
be completed with all possible dispatch. Dur- 
ing the process of such work one half of the 
street shall at all times be left open for the. 
public travel and all work shall be protected 
by suitable railings and lights after dark. 
When such work is completed the street shall 
be left in as good condition as it was before 
work was begun. 


4. REPAIRS: In the event the street shall 
be found by the Board of Selectmen to be in 
an unsatisfactory condition after completion 
of the work authorized, they may direct the 
responsible party to repair said street ina 


satisfactory manner. Ifthe person so directed 
shall fail to comply with the order issued 
hereunder within a reasonable time, the 
Board of Selectmen may cause the necessary 
repairs to be made at the expense of such 
person not complying. 


5. PENALTY: Any person, firm, corpora- 
tion or utility Company violating any pro- 
vision of this Ordinance shall, upon convic- 
tion, be fined not more than Ten Doilars 
($10.00), and each day in which said viola- 
tion continues shall constitute a separate 
offense. 


21. To see if the Town will voteto amend 
its Ordinance relative to all Night Parking, 
as contained in Article 9 of the 1961 Town 
Warrant by deleting section 2 thereof and 
substituting therefor the following new sec- 
tion 2: 


2 PENALTY: Any person, or persons, 
firm or corporation parking any vehicle in 
violation of this Ordinance shall, upon con- 
viction, be fined not more than Five Dollars 
($5.00) for each such offense. 


22. To see if the Town will voteto amend 
its Ordinance relative to building permits as 
contained in Article 8 of the 1961 Town 
Warrant by deleting Section 1 thereof and 
substituting therefor the following new Sec- 
tion 1; 


1. PROHIBITION: No person, or persons, 
firm or corporation shall construct any new 
building of any type, or add to, oralter, the 
exterior or interior of any existing building, 
without obtaining a building permit, as pro- 
vided herein, before starting such construc- 
tion, addition or alteration. 


23. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting. 


The polls will be open until six o’clock 
in the afternoon.

Town Meeting a motion will be in order at 
10:00 A.M. to adjourn the reading of the 
Warrant to 7:00 P.M. Saturday, March

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and 
records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, 
Town Clerk, Municipal Court, Trustees of Trust Funds and Li- 
brary. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1964 - December 
31, 1565: (Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1964 and De- 
cember 31, 1965, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated 
therein, the Net Debt decreased by $11, 361.66 in 1965. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town dur- 
ing the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused 
the change indicated therein.

Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, 
estimatedandactual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1965, are presented in Exhibits A-3 & A-4. As indicated by 
the budget summary (Exhibit A-4), arevenue surplus of $6, 979. 21, 
less a net overdraft of appropriations of $129.05, resulted in a 
net budget surplus of $6, 850.16. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement ofreceipts andexpenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1965, made up in accordance with the 
uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1. 
Proof of the Treasurer's balance as of December 31, 1965, is 
indicated in Exhibit B-2. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined 
and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with 
supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar’as possible and 
totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were 
verified by comparison with reconciled bank balances made from 
statements obtained from depository banks. Verification of un- 
collectedtaxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpay- 
ers as indicated by the Collector's records. The amounts of un- 
collected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are 
therefore subjectto any changes which may be necessitated by the 
return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current (Deficit): 
The current deficit (excess of current liabilities over total as- 
sets) decreased by $6, 861.66, from $8,589.93 to $1, 728. 27 in 
1965, as shown herewith:

History of Allenstown, N.H. 


1832 - The first meeting of the town was 
held February 2, 1832. Charles Bodwell 
was chosen moderator. 

The first meeting for the election of officers 
under this act of incorporation was held 
March 13, 1832. Daniel Batchelder was 
elected Representative to the General Court, 
Andrew O. Evans, town clerk and Andrew 
O. Evans, John Perkins and John Tennant, 
selectmen. John Perkins was appointed tax 
collector and Henry Dowst and Charles 
Rowell, auditors. 

Appropriations for the County tax were 
$7.48, for State tax $54.06, for Town tax 
$209.88 and for the non-resident road tax 
$51.85, for a total of $432.33. Received 
for literary fund $12.16, paid for 31 dinners 
for soldiers of the militia $9.69, paid Daniel 
Batchelder Esq. for act of Incorporation 
$1.00, paid as charged in road book 
$129.90, as charged in pauper book $85.21, 
as charged in school book $120.16. 

United States Government advertises for 
proposal for carrying mail from Concord, 
Pembroke, Allenstown, West Deerfield, South 
Deerfield, Raymond, Epping, Exeter, Strat- 
ham, Greenland to Portsmouth, 54 miles 
and back three times a week in four horse 
coach. 


1833 - Andrew O. Evans, Sterling Sar- 
gent and Charles Rowell were selectmen. 
Charles Rowell was tax collector and ap- 
propriations for County tax were $14.84, for 
Town tax $210.12, for schools $109.14, for 
non-resident road tax $62.55, total of 
$396.65. Paid George Evans for his horse 


to ride to Exeter on town business $1.00. 
Paid 27 soldiers their rations in money on 
muster day $.31 each, $8.37. Paid as 
charged in school book $103.21, as charged 
in road book $42.27, and as charged in 
paupers book $155.66. 

June 23, 1833 - Mrs. Sally Cochran, of 
Pembroke was murdered by Abraham Pres- 
cott. On Sunday, June 13, 1833 Pembroke 
was the scene of a shocking murder, Abra- 
ham Prescott who lived in the family of 
Chauncey Cochran, who lived in the ex- 
treme north of the town, with the assurance 
of an abundance of ripe strawberries in a 
certain field, enticed the wife, Mrs. Sally 
Cochran, to accompany him to pick these 
strawberries. 

On reaching the field in a secluded spot, 
without motive as far as known, he struck 
her a fatal blow with a fence stake, dragged 
her several rods, and left her to die. 

Soon after Prescott returned to the house 
and informed Mr. Cochran of what he had 
done. He was 18 years old, not very strong 
minded, and by some believed morally 
responsible. His indifference after the deed 
was done gave plausibility totheidea. How- 
ever, he was arrested, lodged in the jail at 
Hopkinton, allowed able counsel, accorded 
two trials. He was found guilty by both 
and condemned to be hung. The sentence 
was carried out January 6, 1834. 

The spot of the murder is marked by a 
granite block about a foot square, and three 
feet high, inscribed 1833.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Our enrollment at the present time is as 
follows: Grade 1 - 20; 2 - 23;3- 16; 4 - 22; 
5 = 17; 6°- 20; 7 - 20; 8- 27. At present 
grades 5 and 6 are combined, making a 
total of 37 which is a large number for such 
a class. Next year we face larger combined 
grades, either with 4 and 5, 5 and 6, or 
both. It would be possible to split grade 5, 
giving us one group of 28 for 4 and 5, and 
about that number for 5 and 6. This would 
result in sharing the pupil load, but giving 
two teachers combined grades. Decisions 
of this nature are not easy to make. 

The estimated state average high school 
cost for 1965-66 is $521. The tuition rate 
at Pembroke Academy will be $520. It must 
be remembered that this is an average cost, 
with some high schools having a cost of 
$650 - $700, and others as low as $350 - 
$400. To have wide vocational offerings, 
small classes in college preparatory subjects, 
advanced courses in the upper grades, and 
competitive salary schedules, cost money. 
As pressures continue for the above men- 
tioned trends, the average state costs must 
advance and, in certain instances, may do 
so sharply. 

The problems involved in hiring teachers 
seem to become more complicated each year, 
and 1966-67 will continue the trend. We 
expect June graduates to be placed in the 
$4800 to $5200 bracket for the most part, 
with $5000 a very common figure. With 
$4500 the beginning salary for the current 
year, a second year teacher could find her- 
self teaching for less money that the most 
recent graduate. This is another complicated 
problem we all face. Any school is only as 
strong as its teachers. 


Federal Aid: 
A brief summary of the newer aspects of 


Federal aid may bein order. This attempt 
will be inadequate at best, but may help to 
understand the basic ideas involved. 


Title I gives most districts funds to im- 
prove educational opportunities for the “edu- 
cationally deprived” pupil. The money 
available depends on economically deprived 
youngsters as determined from the 1960 
census. In theory, there is a great variety of 
possible projects; in practice, only time will 
tell! 

Title II allocates money to each super- 
visory union for library books and re 
sources, and audio-visual supplies. This 
union has $6500 for these purposes. All 
of these materials must be deposited in a 
central place and circulated among school 
districts as requested, much as asingle book 
may be, but with longer loan periods per- 
missible. 


Title III is designed to encourage new 
ideas in education, to allow for experimental 
projects, and to encompass large areas. 
Some of these funds this year will be used for 
planning grants. Word has just been re 
ceived that such a grant has been made to 
the Derry Co-operative School District to 
plan for a Psychological Service Center 
for Pre-School and Primary Grade Children 
for Rockingham County. Assistant Super- 
intendents Ira Stickney of the Derry Union 
and Roland Schoepf of our office deserve 
credit for doing the lion’s share of the work 
in preparing the application for this grant. 
We hope to see this planning grant fully 
implemented, and such a center established. 

The funds under these three titles are 
“free and clear”, and not matched by local 
funds. 

Besides the above, Headstart Projects are 
still possible under the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. The planning for these is now 
at the county level. Atthe moment, we do not 


o1 


know whether or not we will have any pre- 
school projects this summer. 


There are still funds under the National 
Defense Education Act for science, mathema- 
tics, language, and guidance. These funds 
must be matched by the local districts. 


In the trials and tribulations of working 
with Federal funds, we are apt to forget that, 
under PL 89 - 10, they must be used in ad- 
dition to regular budgetary funds to do 
things which would not be otherwise done, 
and to increase the learning opportunities 
of children. As in all things human, not alt 
plans will produce results, but who is to say 
that the effort should not be made? As can 
be seen from the brief descriptions above, 
the primary purpose of Federal aid is to 
make possible a variety of projects and ap- 
proaches to increase the educational op- 
portunities of all children, with special pro- 
jects designed for the educationally deprived. 
In our anxieties of various kinds, we must 
not overlook the pupils and what may be 
done to improve their learning opportunities. 


We have spent much time and effort in 
studying these titles, attending meetings, 
preparing projects, etc. Paper work varies 
from title to title, with Title III requiring 30 
copies of the application! After all is said 
and done, we are in education to dothe best 
we can for our pupils; this we have done, 
and will continue to do.
